The wisest ai.J most far 
sighted of men can mff forecast the pos-T 
ble changes of circumstances and condi- 
tions which so often falsify their prophe- 
sies. They are coinpelle'i to assume tite 
permanence of what thej' mcuit inevitably 
regard as tlie essential iaw.s of human na- 
ture, but which history often .-how.s to he 
dependiiit on variable causes. The whole 
letter, however, in which this opinion of 
Lord Macaulay is recorded, and which ap- 
pears in another of our columas to-day, 
well deserves an attentive study. It was 
written at tlie begiiiing of 1''12, in reply to 
one of his Edinburg constituents, who 
seeni.s to have challenged loine of Lord 
Macaulay s reiuurkK on the Ghartl.st peti- 
tion of 1>- 12.
